He added that the United 
States Ambassador would be present at the pre- 
sentation of the Peace terms, which was still 
fixed for to-day. 

Writing on Thursday, the Correspondent 
says :—The Allied Peace terms were handed over 
to the Hungarian Delegation at the Ministry 
of Fo-eign Affairs at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
M. Clemenceau informed the Hnngarian dele- 
gates that they had a fortnight in which to 
lo lg3 any observations they might wish to 
maks, and’ that the Conference had decided to 
heir a statement to-morrow by Count Apponyi 


that there should no discussion. Count 
Apponyi, who gratefully acknowledged . M. 
menceau's offer, added—I will confine myself 
to taking note of the conditions which have just 
been handed to me. 

At three o'clock this afternoon the report of 
the Inter-Allied Legal Commission in regard to 
the culpability of the ex-Kaiser and other German 
arraigned for war crimes was considered by 
the Peace Conference. 


SERBO-ITALIAN DIFFICULTY 


STILL SEEKING A SOLUTION, 

The Press Association Special Correspondent, 
writing from Paris on Thursday, says :—The 
latest information regarding the Serbo-Italian 
discussions shows that, despite the energetic 
efforts of Mr. Lloyd George and M. Clemenceau, 
there is still a considerable breach to be bridged 
before a solution is obtained. Both sides ap- 
pear to be reluctant to make any further con- 
cessions in view of the strong public opinion in 
their respective countries. Furthermore, it is 
stated that while the majority of the Jugo- 
Slav Delegation might be willing to accept the 
latest Italian proposals, which include the 
abandonment of a part of the Dalmatian terri- 
tory ceded to Italy under the terms of the 
Peace Treaty, a small Slovere element insist 
on the fulfilment of what they consider to be 
their just claims. The reply of the Belgrade 
Government, to which the Serbian Delegation 
last nignt telegraphed the latest proposals, is 
now awaited here with the keenest interest by 
all parties 

Negotiations regarding the Adriatic problem 
resulted in a draft agreement accepted by 
Italy, which was presented on Wednesday to the 
Jugo-Slav delegates (says a Paris telegram). 
M. Clemenceau begged them in the interest of 
peace to accent the agreement, but the delegates 
said that the gravity of the question compelled 
them to refer the matter to Belgrade. It is 
thought that a definite reply will reach the 
Peace Conference by Friday favourable to the 
compromise set forth-in the agreement. In 
these circumstances the United States would 
only have to sanction the decision alread agreed 
upon. 

The Temps learns that the following two 
concessions were agreed to in the course of Wed- 
nesday s discussion on the Adriatic question by 
the Alhed Ministers—Italy to waive (1) 
sovereignty over the town of Fiume: (2) her de- 
mand for the military neutralisation of 
Sebenco. Fiume to be outside the Italian 
frontier, but the Italiam territory to extend as 
far as the town, in order to establish territorial 
continuity. The autonomous State of Fiume 
advocated by Signor Tittoni to be divided be- 
tween Italy and JugoSlavia.

A NEW ELECTION TO BE HELD. 

Polling took place in Dublin yesterday in the | 
ten electoral areas into which the city has been 
divided for the purposes of municipal elections. 
The day wes exceptionally fine—much more like 
springtime than mid-winter—and wes marked 
throughout by brilliant sunshine. ‘There was 
no rush at the polling stations in the early 
hours, and up to mid-day the polling, despite 
the greatly increased electorate, was consider 
ably below the normal. It is estimated that not 
one-fifth of the electors hed recorded their 
votes by 2.0 p.m., and of these the overwhe!m- 
ing majority were women. At nightfall the poll- 
ing had become more brisk, but there were no 
evidences of popular excitement, and very few 
incidents of an exceptional character occurred 
in the city during the day. Some motor cars 
which were being used in support of candidates 
were held up by men who are on strike against 
the Motor Permits Order, and in one instance 
a car was overturned and the wind gereen 
emashed. 

So far as electioneering literature and 
organisation were concerned, the Sinn Fon 
Party appear to have been well ahead of their 
opponents, and in some of the areas issued 
quite elaborate documents, giving biographical 
details of the party's candilates—@ wise in- 
spiration, seeing that most of the candidates 
are hitherto virtually unknown to the Dublin 
public. Thus im an official bulletin entitled 
“ The Battle of Clontarf” the electors of No. 2 
Area were told of a lady candidate that she is 


La woman to‘whom the electors may safely en- 


trust their interests. Born in the County 
Tyrone, she brings the keen mind of the North

police supervision, and accompanied by groups 
of Sinn Feiners. flourishing their tripolour, to 
the Central Model Schools, Mariborough street, 
where they were received by the Town Clerk, 
Mr. Henry Campbell, and afterwards |entrusted 
to the custody of thetpolice.

SHOTS IN THE STREETS IN

EX-SOLDIERS AND SINN 
FEINERS IN CONFLICT. 


THREE MEN WOUNDED. 

There ‘are strong indications that the poll 
in the Cork Municipal Elections will prove an 
exhaustive one. The Sinn Fein Party are 
running a full “iicket” of B6 candidates 
against the abbreviated “tickets” of the 
Nationalists, exervice men, and the com- 
mercial and independent candidates. In con- 
sequence of the importation of five hundred 
Sinn Fein Volunteers to do duty outside the 
booths, coupled with the assault upon 'the Lord 
Mayor on Wednesday night, feeling ran high 
during the day. It developed about four 
o'cleck into a regrettable occurrence in 
Grattan street. | Volunteers, who carried 
sticks, and had overcoats tied across their 
shoulders, were parading near the polling 
station. The trouble between them and the 
ex-soldiers’ party had been brewing for some 
lime, and culminated in the ex-sokliers charg- 
ing them. . Some of them were de- 
prived of their sticks, and then the 
ex-soldiers chased them aS far as 
North Gate bridge. The ex-soldiers afterwards 
returned to the booth. 

Another party of Sinn Feiners came along 
from Bachelor's quay, not knowing that there 
had been any trouble. They were immediately 
challenged to stand out and fight by the ex- 
saldiers. Sticks were freely used, and six 
revolver shots were fired. It is stated that 
small hand grenades were also used. Intense 
excitement prevailed, but the shots brought the 
ex-soldiers to closer quarters, and they charged 
into the Sinn Feiners and ultimately drove them 
back. Armed police arrived in a motor Jorry, 
and two of the Sinn Fein party were arrested, 

As a result of the collision three men, named 
Horgan, O'Driscoll, and O'Regan, were taken 
to the Merey Hospital. Horgan, who has a 
bullet wound in the forearm, was detained, but 
the other two men, not being seriously wounded, 
left after treatment. O'Driscoll received a stab 
in the thigh during the straggle, and O'Regan 
sustained a scalp wound. Horgan’s forearm. is 
broken, and it is believed that the bullet is still 
lodged ip the arm. 


A SERIOUS RIOT. 

Telegraphing at a Jater hour last night, our 
Correspondent says :— 

The riot which occurred in Grattan street, 
Cork, this evening was the worst which hes 
happened in the city for a long time, and the 
wonder is that life was not lost, considering 
the deadly weapons employed—revolvers, hand 
grenades, iron bars, and hurling sticks. A 
Sinn Feiner was using an iron- bar with effect 
when an ex-sokdier took it from him, and had 
just time to strike a revolver out of the hand 
of another Republican as he levelled the weapon 
at him. A third Sinn Feiner with a revolver 
was put out of action in the game way. 
About this time a woman was arrested for per- 
sonation at the Grattan etrect booth, and this 
adle& “o -the excitement. and military were 
simmoned, and with fixed bayonets rein- 
forced the Constabulary Force under District 
Inspector M'Donagh. At eix o'clock an ex- 
soldier named Roche was attacked by Sinn 
Feirers while entering his house. He was so 
seriously assaulted that he had to be removed 
im an ambulance to the North Infirmary. 

TWO POLICEMEN FIRED AT. 

A startling incident, which shows the law- 
lessness that is prevailing, occurred when 
policemen were conyoying the ballot boxes on 
a side car from the storm centre in Grattan 
street to the City Hall to await the scrutiny 
to-norrow. As the vehicle passed the Court- 
house a man stepped out from the crowd, and. 
presenting a revolver, called upon the police to 
halt. The constables took steps to defend 
themselves, and the man fired his revolver, but 
the bullet missed its mark. In addition to the 
two policemen on the ear there were also two 
polling clerks. They delivered their boxes safely 
at the City Hall. The Town Clerk arranged 
to have the ballot boxes lodged to-night in the 
City Hal in custedy of policc,, and when the 
first batch of, boxes arrived Mr. Terence

Kingstown was the township where party 
lines. were etrongest’ in evidence, and the 
Unionists, it is believed, did not do badly, If 
polling in the forenoon indicated little interest, 
before the booths closed a nearly 80 per cent. 
poll was made. In Monkstown S02 voted out 
of 673 electors. 1,087 voted out of 1,368 on the 
East Ward register. Of 2.054 on the Weat 
Ward register, 1,534 polled; and 1,303 recorded 
their votes in the Glasthule Ward, where the 
register totalled 1,641. The use of. an 
occasional motor car was the only feature of 
the election which excited anyone's interest. 
It was a dull affair all through. 

BLACKROCK. 

At the close of the polling one Blackrock 
boeth recorded an 85 per cent. poll, and the 
only incident mentioned was the loss of a 
lady's glove. Early polling was a feature of 
the Blackrock voting, and it went on as quickly 
and as smoothly as under the old system, 
About 75 per cent. of the voters in all wards 
polled. Some 40 illiterate votes were recorded 
in three of the wards, but. none in Moukstown, 
where, at any rate in the earlier part of the 
day, women electors polled far more strongly 
than the men. In one ward several women 
brought their huebands and sought their asaist- 
ance in marking their papers, When the pre- 
siding officer separated husband and wife the 
former were quite indignant. A voter came 
to the Town Hall and informed the chief 
official that he had votes in two wards, He 
said that he wanted to know how to use them, 
“One half of the population,” he declared, 
“tell me Í can vote in both wards and the 
other half «ay I can't,” Said the official in 
reply: “ One half of the population is wrong, 
and the other isn’t.’’ 

_ DALKEY, 

In Dalkey only one-fourth of the electors 
had polled at one o'clock, but at the close 
66 per cent, had polled, 926 voting out of a 
register of 1,400. 619 voted in the South Ward, 
and 304 in the North Ward. Only minor in- 
eidents marked the polling. A lady on reading 
the lists of candidates on her voting paper 
declared tpat she had no knowledge of any 
of them, and would not vote at all. A little 
excitement was at one time caused by a voter 
declaring that another had taken her paper, 
marked it, and put it in the box, but on in- 
vestigation the returning officer proved that it 
was all a mistake. ’ .

MILITARY OFFICERS DRIVE 
OFF ATTACKERS. 


Qur Tuam Correspondent telegraphing last 
night says :—Masked, armed men fired on and 
held - up several motors conveying 4&4 
number of well-known County Galway 
people ‘to a ball at the residence 
of Major Roxborough, Loughrea, on 
Tuésday night. Armed parties of men took up 
positions on almost every road leading to the 
place, and at poinis as far distant as Athenry. 
Every car was fired on. 

On the road near Moyvilla, not far from 
Athenry, there was a barricade of trees, which 
brought a motor with a party of officers from 
Renmore Camp to a standstill. A brisk fire was 
immediately opened on the car, and the officers, 
five in number, took cover until they located 
the position of their assailants. The car was 
hit several times. Waiting for a while, the 
officers opened. fire from revolvers, and the at- 
tackers withdrew after a sharp ercounter. It 
is not known if anyone was injured. The 
officers removed the barricade and went on to 
Roxborough, where several of the others of the 
guests had more or less the same experience to 
relate. i 

At Athenry a hired car, belonging to Martin 
O'Grady, who was imprisoned for complicity in 
the 1916 rebellion, was going to the residence of 
the Rector, the Rev. R. P. Roe, near the town, 
to take his son and daughter to the ball, when 
it was fired at. The driver had a narrow escape, 
and the car was nddied. O’Graly drove to Mr. 
Roe’s house and related his experience. Shortly 
after he had a shot rang ont closa to the 
window. When he came out about Aftoen 
minutes later he found that his car had been 
completely dismantled. 

Mrs. Lopdell, of Raheen House, wes also 
going with a party to Roxborough when her 
car was attacked, but it succeeded in getting 
through a barricade on the road, 

On the same night the shop of Mr. Francis 
Finnerty, Athenry, was fired into. The reason 
assigned for this outrage is thet he supplied 
petrol to certain people, 

The affair has created a great sensation in 
the county. 


RAID ON CO. GALWAY KENNELS. 

The kennels of the County Galway Hounds 
at Craughwell were raided by masked men dur- 
ing the week and searched for arms. The 
houses of a publican near Loughrea and of a 
farmer near Baliycahalan were also raided by 
masked men, and a gun was taken from one of 
them. In the Abbey district four houses were 
raided and arms taken away. A man has been 
arrested in connection with the reids and re- 
manded.

. ADVISORY COMMITTER’S 
REPORT. 

The Rates Advisory Committee of the Ministry 
of Transport, in 4 report on the rates for the 
conveyance of goods, minerals, and merchandise, 
state >—The position of Ireland requires special 
consideration. It appears from the figures sup- 
plied to us that the deficiency in Ireland 
amounts to approximately £2,500,000, even after 
taking into account certain increases in rates 
which have already been made, and it is esti- 
mated that the loss from the cessation of Go- 
vernment traffic will be a further £556,500, 
while it is calculated by the Insh Ratlway 
Executive that the proposed increase in rates 
will reeult in a diminution of traffic which will 
represent a loss of revenue of £209,900, in which 
case the total deficiency will be over £5,000,000. 

This is relatively much greater than in Great 
Britain, and it follows that increases in rates 
in Ireland on the same basis as in Great Britain 
will mot restore the railways of the former 
country io a solvent position. This raises & 
question of much importance—vis., whether it 
is desired to put the railways in each portion 
of the United Kingdom into a satisfactory finan- 
cial state or whether it will suffice if the re- 
quited sum of £60,000,000 is raised without re- 
gard to the area from which the money is to 
be drawn. 

In some measures, the answer to this question 
depends upon the future policy to be adopted 
in regard to railways generally, as to which it 
is recognised that no immediate declaration can | 
be made. If the future policy is to be umifi- 
cation of all railways it is not of so much im- 
portance whether the respective railways are 
producing sufficient to pay working expenses 
and a fair return upon capital as if the future 
policy is to be either the restoration of each 
railway to the company owning it or the group- 
ing of various railways together. If the last- 
named policy is adopted, presumably “Irish rail- 
ways would not be grouped with any British 
railways, and, accordingly, the problem of the 
solvency of Irish railways would be the same 
whether this method is adopted or the railways 
in Ireland are restered to their respective 
Owners. 

As above indicated, to render the Irish rail- 
ways, either collectively or individually, solvent 
will require a greater relative incroase in rates 
than in the case of railways in Great Britain, 
and we are advised that if this is to be effected 
there would be required a general | increase 
which, if divided between passengers and goods, 
would not be less than 75 p.c. on each class of 
traffic as compared with pre-war rates, or, if 
confined to merchandiso and goods, would be 
not less than 115 p.c. as compared with pre- 
war rates 

For the purpose of our recommendations we 
have assumed that it is only necessary for us 
to give advice as to how £50,000,000 may be 
raised within the United Kingdom, and we 
have accordingly not made provision for bring- 
ing the Irish railways back to a condition of 
solvency when considered separately, but hav- 
ing regard to the situation above described, 
we advise that the increases recommended 
should be upon the rates now in force—ir., 
after the increase of 10 p.c., made in the year 
1917 has been ailded, and not upon the pre- 
war rates.

The Government intended to issue Five 
Year Exchequer Bonds, bearing 54 per cent. 
interest, to meet the Six per cent., Three 

r cent., and Five per cent. Exchequer 
Bonds maturing in February, March, and 
December respectively. 

A memorial to the Governments of the 
United Kingdom, America, France, 
Holland, Switzerland, Sweden, Norway, 
and Denmark has been issued by an in- 
fluential body of men, headed by Lord 
Robert Cecil, Mr. Asquith, and Lord 
Bryce, calling for the appointment of a 
Commission of financial experts to ¢on- 
sider the world’s financial position and to 
make recommendations as to the best 
means of dealing with the present grave 
situation. 

The railwaymen’s dispute has heen 
séttled. A conference of the men's dele- 
gates in London yesterday decided to 
accept the Government's terms. It is 
officially announced that the Govern- 
ment’s proposals will apply to the Irish 
railways.

On Tuesday night, while a number

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The strike against the Motor Permits 
Order continues to inflict grave loss and 


the labour boycott of petrol. The motor 
industry has lost many thousands of 
pounds since the strike began. The 
medical profession, deprived of a resource 
which has become as necessary as the 
stethoscope or the scalpel, is in sore 
straits. Many motor-drivers and mechanics 


[are idle, and, unless matters improve, their 


union soon must be faced with unemploy- 
ment on a large scale. The strike is as 
foolish as it is injurious, There has not 
been the slightest reason for its origin or 
for its continued existence. We shall not 
say that the Executivé’s handling of the 
matter has been supremely tactful, but the 
necessity of the Motor Permits Order, or 
of some similar precaution, was indis- 
putable. The gangs of political and other 
criminals who are now at work in Ireland 
had begun to use motor cars for their pur- 
poses of murder or robbery. The Order 
seeks to discourage this development by 
enabling the Government to identify 
unmediately every driver of a motor 
car in every part of the country. 


the Order—not, we are sure, because 
they have, as a body, any sympathy 
with crime, but because they regard 
the official questions as an insult. Their 
attitude is really a proof of the extra- 
ordinary degree of personal liberty which 
obtains in Ireland. Documents infinitely 
more inquisitorial are signed every day in 
the week, as a mere matter of form, by the 
citizens of every other country in Europe. 
However that may be, there is now a 
general desire that the strike shall be 
brought to an end before it kills the motor 
trade and puts the ill-advised drivers and 
mechanics permanently out of work. The 
Government refuses to withdraw the 
Order, and no law-abiding man in Ireland 
would dream of asking it to weaken its 
machinery for the detection and punish- 
ment of crime. The strikers want a 
settlement which will enable them to retire 
from an untenable position without the 
humiliation of unqualified defeat. With 
this object the motor trade and the drivers’ 
union approached Mr. H. G. Burgess, the 
Irish Director of Transport, whose unfail- 
ing common-sense and genius for com- 
promise have laid the whole country under 
many debts. Mr. Burgess devised a via 
media which seems to satisfy all the re- 
quirements of the Permits Order. The 
traders and the drivers alike agreed to 
accept it, and the Irish Medical Associa- 


Burgess submitted jt to the Irish Executive 
as a proposed alternative—not as a sub- 
stitute—to the official Order, The Execu- 
tive has not yet seen its way to adopt the 
suggestion. 

So the matter stands, and at this 
critical moment it is very necessary that 
the country, which desires a settlement in 
the interests of peace, and the strikers, 
who desire it in the interest of their liveli- 
hood, shall appreciate two facts. The 
first is that the purpose of the Motor 
Permits Order is a vital purpose which 
must be fulfilled at any cost. The other is 
that Governments—especially in such a 
position as the Irish Government how 
eceupies—cannot allow themselves, and 
ought not to allow themselves. to be 
bullied. The country would be glad, 
we think, if the Executive should 
ecnsent to reconsider its attitude to Mr. 
Burgess’s proposal. Unfortunately, such 
reconsideration is made more difficult for 
the Government by the contents of every 
new morning's newspapers. During the 
last few days motor cars have been 
attacked and injured in various parts of 
Ireland. The valuable contents of a large 
garage at Sligo were destroyed last Satur- 
day. A number of cars en route to a ball 
in County Kilkenny were stopped and dis- 
mantled. A similar and even more 
audacious incident is reported to-day from 
County Galway. Yesterday at least two 
cars were attacked and injured in the 
streets of Dublin. The drivers’ union has 
been prompt to condemn the outrage at 
Sligo. It is, indeed, probable that poli- 
tical extremists and common highwaymen 
are utilising the motor strike for their own 
wicked ends. On the other hand, it is 
‘certain that some, at least, of the recent 
outrages were a direct outcome of the 
strike. So long as such acts continue, the 
Executive, however anxious for settlement, 
is not likely to relax or alter its present 
attitude. If it should accept Mr. 
Burgess’s solution to-morrow, many people 
would boast, and still rhore would believe, 
that it had been frightened into the con- 
cession by an apparently organised cam- 
paign of violence. The Government can- 
not afford to incur that reproach, and, in 
refusing to. incur it, will have the sym- 
pathy of all-law-abiding citizens. The 
worst friends of the strikers are the 
persons who have started this business of 
smashing motor cars. We suggest that, if 
the drivers’ union wishes to advance its 
cause with the Executive and the public, 
it should establish vigilance committees 
throughout the country with the object of 


. suppressing this outburst of senseless do- 


struction. 


The Railway Settlement, 


Yesterday Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., 
General Secretary of the National Union 
of Railwaymen, informed the Ministry of 
Transport that the Government's terms 
had been accepted. They are virtually 
identical with those which were rejected 
last week. No concession has been made 
in principle, but one or two details have 
been changed in order to remove those 
anomalies which seem to have evaded the 
vigilance of the Government's draughts- 
men. The main terms of settlement are 
already known. They represent very con- 
siderable financial concessions, and safe- 

men against any further im.

generally. Whatever happens, the men 
are guaranteed an increase oí 100 per cent., 
and, all things considered, such an ad- 
vance is not to be despised. Apparently 
the men have changed their minds within 
the last few days, but will they change 
‘them again? Every “settlement '” seems 
to pave the way for the next de- 
mand, and the sword of a general strike 
remains suspended by a hair above the 
public's head. Nobody seems to realise 
that the railwaymen are servants, not of 
the Government, but of the public. 
Ministers and Labour mandarins meet in 
secret conclave behind the shuttered 
windows of Dewning street. The public 
is not consulted ; it merely pays. We do 
not grudge the railwaymen their increased 
wages, but we protest against the way in 
which negotiations and decisions take 
place. “Open covenants, openly arrived 
at,” is one of Labour's vaunted ideals. 
Nevertheless, no midnight meeting of 
Potsdam War Lords could be more 
jealously shrouded in secrecy than the 
conferences which decide in how much the 
community shall be mulcted. 

The new settlement applies to Ireland. 
In this respect it differs from that which 
the delegates at Unity Hall rejected last 
week, Our Irish railway workers form 
one of the most stable and efficient bodies 
of men in the country, and we congratu- 
late them on their good fortune, Never- 
theless, the settlement raises a very serious 
point for Irish industry and commerce 
as well as for the travelling public. We 
print to-day an extract from a report 
issued by the Rates Advisory Committee 
of the Ministry of Transport. According 
to this report, the total deficiency on the 
Irish railways will probably amount to 
£3,000,000 per’annum in the near future. 
In order, therefore, that the Irish railways 
shall be restored to a state of solvency 
important increases in rates are fore- 
shadowed. Before solvency can be achieved 
a general increase will be necessary which, 
if divided between passengers and gools 
traffic, will amount to a minimum of 75 
per cent, on pre-war rates, or, if confined 
to goods, of 115 per cent. The outlook for 
the public is melancholy.

War Savings. 

In the speech in which he reviewed the 
country’s financial problems last might the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer paid a warm 
tribute to the work of the National Sav- 
ings Assembly and its subsidiary organisa- 
tions. It is gratifying to learn that war 
savings certificates are still in brisk 
demand. The amount invested in them 
now stands at nearly 200 
and the number of certificates 
is approximately 260 millions. Many 
people predicted that, when the certificates 
became available, there would be an 
immediate drop in the amounts de. 
posited in the Post Office and Trustee 
Savings Banks. That, however, has 
not occurred. The deposits have in- 
creased steadily, and now total 800 
millions—500 millions more than in 1914. 
We agree with Mr, Chamberlain that it 
would be a great pity if the work of the 
Savings Associations were to cease. It 
has been suggested that the certificates no 
longer meet the public's need. Many 
people now hold the mazimum amount, 
and are anxious to get some other form of 
Government security which will yield an 
equally good return. Mr. Chamberlain 
has promised to consider the question of 
issuing another form of bond.

Seldom has such an influentially signed 


document heen presented to a Prime 
Minister as the memorial in favour of an 
International Finance Commission, which 
has just been sent to Mr. Lloyd George. 
The signatories include distinguished 
statesmen like Mr, Asquith and Lord 
Robert Cecil, Labour leaders like Mr. 
Clynes and Mr. Thomas, and a number of 
the most prominent figures in the banking 
and commercial world. Their object is, 
in essence, a pooling of the financial re- 
sources of the world, in order that Europe 
may be set on its feet again with the least 
possible delay. Almost everything de- 
pends upon the acquiescence of the United 
States, and, although American financiers 
have not received with much enthusiasm 
Sir George Paish’s tentative and unofficial 
suggestions in the same direction, they 
would probably not refuse to come into a 
definite scheme put forward by the Powers 
as a whole, 

The Government. and the railway 
workers have arrived at an agreement 
which Mr. Thomas describes as an 
honourable settlement, and, moreover, 
one that puts millions of money into the 
pockets of the railway workers. If the 
members of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen accept the proposals and settle 
down steadily to work, the prospect for 
the future will become a little more hope- 
ful; for the settlement contains fn it a 
germ that will be of use in helping Labour 
to return to real values some time in the 
future.

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BEFORE THE WAR. 

As one reads this book one is torn two 
ways. On the one hand, Lord Haldane 
makes out a good case for his work of 

y reform. On the other hand, one 
cannot forget the fact that he visited 
Berlin in 1912, and saw some of the Ger- 
man prepafations for war. He has ad- 
mit that he was uneasy in his mind, 
yet of that uneasiness the public never 
received a hint until after the outbreak 
of war. On the contrary, after his visit 
to Berlin in 1912 Lord Haldane assured 
the public that no danger was to be appre- 

ed from Germany. This assurance 
came not merely from one who had paid 
a passing visit to the German metropolis, 
but from one who was a deep student of 
German philosophy—from one, to use his 
own. words, to whom Germany was “ his 
spiritual home.’’ 

Lord Haldane pleads that in days of 
peace we could not have got together an 
army of the Continental type. He urges 
that he made the Army which we pos- 
sessed far more efficient, and we are can- 
vinced that this. is the truth. In spite 
of his apologia, however, he gave the 
people to understand that the Army was 

"ng reduced in size, and that, far from 
contemplating a war, we were contemplat- 
ing a long term of peace. In April and 
May, 1913, the reviewer met over fifty Ger- 
man professors in London, and they all 
told him that they derived the impression

| from Lord Haldane’s speeches and his 


Army reforms that we were no longer | 
willing to pay the price of admiralty. 
Lord Haldane is too good a psychologist 
not to realise that it is important not only 
to prepare for war, but that other people 
should know that you are making warlike | 
preparations. He lets fall the phrase 
that, after all, we won the war. Yes, we 
won the war. what about the need- 
less sacrifice of hundreds of thousands of 
young lives? What about homes left 
desolate? What about homes that will 
never come into being because the poten- 
tial heads are lying in France, in Flanders, 
in Gallipoli, and in Mesopotamia? 

In Lord Haldane’s view “the proximate 
cause of the war was Austrian policy. A 
secondary cause was the absence of any 
effective attempt at control from Berlin. 
The third and principal cause was the 
Tirpitz theory of how to keep peace—“ the 
theory that had come down from Frederick 
the Great and his father, and was hardly a 
safe one in the hands of even Bismarck” 
The last cause goes to the root of the 
whole matter. It is of the essence of the 
author's case that there were two parties 
in Germany. One was the peace party of 
Bethmann-Hollweg and the other the war 
party of Tirpitz. There were abundant 
sources of information at the disposal of 
Lord Haldane. He was familiar with 
German ideas, and there were the reports 
of our soldiers and our diplomatists on 
the tendency of thought of Germany. 
There were German books, and, above all, 
German pamphlets. All these went to 
show that the party of Tirpitz was in the 
ascendant. The Pan-German school was 
actively propagating its ideas. No one 
knows better than Lord Haldane that the 

rofessors were warm on the side of the 

an-Germans. In spite of this evidence 
Lord Haldane believed that the peace 
party was growing in influence. He made 
one of the worst miscalenlations that. a 
politician ever made. ' He may be a 
jurist; he is a metaphysician; but cer- 
tainly he is not a statesman.

FAREWELL TO GARRYMORE. 

Stories written in the Irish dialect are 
always suspect. Since the time of Flu?ry 
Knox the printing presses have been busy 
with .the production of “Irish” novels, 
tales, and sketches; but hitherto nobody 
has been able to reproduce the delightful 
atmosphere of Miss Somerville’s work. 
Irish stories in general have been either 
ludicrously exaggerated or innocent of 
any resemblance to the Irish being. M. A. 
Rathkyle has written an unpretentious 
little tale. Its romange is that of half a 
century ago; but it has a freshness and a 
charm which are all toograre in modern 
literature. The author's knowledge cf 
tural Ireland ig sympathetic and intimate. 
The boek is full of those quaint turns of 
speech and expressive idioms of which 
Synge chose the most poetical for the dia- 
logue of his plays. M. A. Rathkyle makes 
no such choice ; consequently her dialogue 
seems to be less stilted, and more like 
what one really hears in the cottages and 
market-places of rural Ireland. “ Fare- 
well to Garrymore”’’ is a simple little 
story ; but it takes ‘us back to the Ireland 
which we all knew and loved, the Lreland 
of simple faith and kindly hearts ; and its 
publication at this melancholy period of 
our country’s history reminds us that there 
is still humour im Ireland, and that men 
and women can laugh and cry, not with 
the sneer or the snarl of the cynic, but 
with the spontaneous emotion of less 
troubled days. 

We welcome the publication of M. A, 
Rathkyle’s book, and _ congratulate its 
author on her success. Love stories, espe- 
cially those which appear nowadays, are 
apt to be mawkish, maudlin, and repul. 
sively sentimental. From cover to cover 
of “ Farewell to Garrymoge” there is not 
a word of vulgarity. It is full of that

Books about Italy and its people are, as 
a rule, written by tourists or i artists. 
Italy, has come to be regarddd by the 
Íoreigner as a museum of antiguity and of 
art, and its peasantry as wholly pictur- 
esque. Even the novelists fail to give us 
the real Italy. “The Marble Haun,” “A 
Roman Singer,” “The Eternal City,” 
“The Viper of Milan,' “ John Inglesant '' 
—how many and how fascinating are the 
tales that draw inspiration "from the 
Italian land? But it is charadteristic of 
them all that they are suffused with a 
glamour of romance or tragedy, and are 
too remote from things as they are to be a 
faithful transcript of the life |of Italy’s 
men and women. The peasantry and 
villagers of Italy, who constitute the great 
majority of her teeming population, are by 
no means so picturesque as ppera and 
novel would suggest. Many| a ‘tourist 
must have felt a shock of disappointment 
upon his first sight of the gondoliers of 
the Grand Canal or the villagers of, let us 
say, Assissi. The truth is that the Italian 

asant is like other peasants of Western 
turope, even in dress. He toils as 
hard as any. His labour in his 
scanty fields amid maize land vine 
and olive is ceaseless and painful. 
He is usually very poor, and his pleasures 
are restricted. Sunday is his one festa of 
the week, when the market square fills 
up with a soberly-behaved eager-talking 
crowd. There they gossip and barter, and 
by one or two o'clock all are| gone and 
silence falls upon the village. . 

This is the Italy which Miss Cyriax 
portrays faithfully, intimately, and sym- 
pathetically. It is the real Italy, as many 
a British seldier can testify) who was 
billeted during the winter of (1918-19 in 
one of the villages which are so thickly 
strewn among the foothills of| the lower 
Alps to the north of the Vicenza-Verona 
line.

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SEA FIGHTS OF THE GREAT WAR, 

Messrs. Cassell have previpusly pub- 
lished one volume dealing with naval inci- 
dents in the first twelve fhonths of the 
war. The present volume is 4 continua- 
tion, dealing*mainly with the work of the 
Grand Fleet, including the Bajtle of Jut- 
land and the patrol of the Tenth Cruiser 
Squadron from the North of Scotland to 
Iceland. Other chapters are oc¢upied with 
the history of the U-boat campaign and 
the devices to counter it. e whole 
story is extraordinarily vivid, and the 
three collaborators are to be congratulated 
on the excellence of their work in its 
several -aspects—technical, pictorial, and 
literary. 

The book, no doubt, owes a good deal 
to Admiral Jellicoe’s work, but there is 
much first-hand information as well, evi- 
dently gathered from actual experience or 
from those entitled to know. [The uapre- 
paredness of the Grand Fleet against sub- 
marine attack is well brought out, and 
the story of Jutland is told without any 
attempt to hide many unpalatable truths 
which the Admiralty had to face as the 
outcome of it, such as the faulty construc- 
tion of many of the battle cruisers, the 
excellence of the German gunnery and 
terpedo work, and the cleverness with 
which the Germans extricated| themselves 
from what was becoming too tight a corner. 
In the account of the battle we believe 
that we can correct the book jn one par- 
ticular, slight; but adding a certain 
amount of zest to the story. egg how 
the torpedoed Marlborough, when making 
for port, was investigated by a Zeppelin 
till the airship was driven off by shrapnel 
from her heavy guns. We believe that it 
was not shrapnel, but armdur-piercing 
shell, which the guns’ crews did not wait 
to change, as this was what the ship had 
been firing last in the battle,

IRISH DOG-OWNERS AND RABIES ORDER. 


Deputation to the Department of Agriculture. 

Mr. T. P. Gill, Secretary of the Department, 
accompanied by Mr. D. 8S. Prentice, 
M.R.C.V.S., Chief Inspector of the Veterinary 
branch, recently received a deputation on be- 
half of the Irish Kennel Club and Imsh dog- 
owners and breeders, with reference to an 
application to relax the present regulations as 
to the importation of dogs into Ireland from 
England. The deputation consisted of Colonel 
Claude Cane, J.P., President of the Irish 
Kennel Club; Sir Henry McLaughlin, K.B.E., 
Chairman of Irish Kennel Club; Mr. Serjeant 
Hanna, K.C., Vice-President of Irish Kennel 
Club: Messrs. R. H. Lambert, M.R.C.V.S.; W. 
i. Darker, and J. H. Heaslip (Hon. Secretary). 

The claim made was that the Department 
might with safety make an exeeption in the 
case of brood bitches of registered pedigree 
being sent from this country for mating pur- 
poses, so as to allow of their being returned, 
if consigned in a locked dog-box or crate, and 
under permit from the Board. The breeding 
of valuable show and sporting dogs had 
virtually ceased during, the war, and with the 
present restrictions some of the most valuable 
strains might die out. It was also a great 
pecuniary loss to breeders. 

After a long discussion, in which the 
various members of the deputation took part, 
Mr. Gill intimated that he could not recom- 
mend to the Board, nor hold out any hope of, 
an immediate relaxation of the Order. He 
had always felt that in the case of this out- 
break, as well as foot-and-mouth disease, the 
Department was bound to take the fullest adl- 
vantage of the insular position of this country 
to keep out the disease, and ‘adopt the 
Ymaximum of precaution. He realised, how- 
ever, the great hardship it was on the owners 
and breeders of valuable dog: in Ireland, but 
he thought it was worth their while to endure 
it rather than run any risk of imtroducing this 
terrible disease again into Ireiand. The view, 
as advised by Mr. Prentice, was that they 
could not with safety give a general relaxation 
until at least twelve months after the last re- 
ported outbreak in England, of which there 
had been several during the last few weeks. 
Colonel Claude Cane thanked Mr. Gill for the 
very patient and courteous bearing he had 
given the deputation.

The Coal Controller further stated that the 
chief difficulty was with regard to house coal. 
There are certain gtocks of industrial caal in 
the country, but this ie priced at ten shillinfs a 
tom more than the house coal. Coal merchants 
can, however, supply this to the public at 

“ household’ rates, and claim the balance 
from the Government. The same apphed to 
pit owners, who could send industria] coal to 
merchants, and invoice it at household prices. 
A copy of the invoice, accompagied by a certi- 
ficate to say that the coal had been supplied 
for domestic use, had to be sent to the Coal 
Controller, who adjusted the utitter. There 
were delays, of course, and same pili owners 
seemed reluctant to adopt that scheme. Retail 
merchants should report specific cases of pit 
owners who refused to supply industrial coal 
at household prices, and the Coal Controller 
could then take action. Retailers were too 
loth to report cases for fear of offending 
factors, through whom most of the business 
between coal merchants and the pit owners is 
transacted. 

Referring to the “ beilmen's ” supplies, 
which are retailed in small quantities to’ the 
poor, the Coal Controller «aid that he was 
taking immediate steps to allocate some of the 
industrial coal now in Dublin to these men. 
They will be able to obtain it at household 
prices, and the Coal Control Department will 
pay the difference of ten chillings a ton. If 
necessary, he wold commandeer coal for the 
poorer classes. 

Speaking of the transport difficulties, the 
Coal Controller said that a certain number of 
ships were allocated to the coastal trade, but 
the Shipping Control Department had no power 
to gay what cargoes the vessels must carry. 
Betier rates were obtained for other classes of 
merchandise; there were certainly not enough 
vessels engaged in the coastal coal) trade.

The Board of Trade 
announces that delivery prices of household 
coal will be increased in English provincial dis- 
tricts to correspond with the increased railway 
charges. In London the increase is two shillings 
a ton.
